The attempt of certain members of 
the council to enact an agreement with 
the International Heating and Lighting 
company, without first consulting the 
people as to their willingness to em- 
bark upon a municipal scheme, will be

at least four other members ‘of the 
council have pledged themselves to 
submit the question to a vote of the 
people before any bylaw framed on 
the proposition of the International is 


allowed to proceed, It is probable 
that the plebiseile. will be taken on 
April 24, when the money bylaws come 


up for endorsement by the people. 
Mayor Armstrong and Alds. McInnis, 
Hyndman, Cowan and MvKinley, are de- 
termined that the gas question shall go 
to a plebise:te.

for this purpose, (3) whether they de- 
sire to enler.into an agreement with a 
private corporation for gas supply. 
When the question comes up in the cily 
council, ‘these aldermen’ will support a 
motion to refer the whole question lo 
a plebiscite, that the people themselves, 
who must bear the burden, and by 
whom the demand for a service should 
come, indy ‘decide upon this’ issue. 
These ‘aldermen regard the franchise 
question as essentially one upon which 
ihe people should be consulted. They 
recognize that there are many people in 
the city,wwho desire to oblain gas,

These excursions. will leave today from Montreal, Toronto, 
Oshkosh, Wis., and Great Falls, Mont. Each of- them: will be a 
special train running through from point of starting to Calgary and 
Edmonton. The four excursions will bring an aggregate number of 
settlers of at'least 1200. 

The four excursions are the biggest undertaking of the kind the 
provincial publicity bureau has yet accomplished. They are tht 
culmination of weeks and months of hard organization work on the 
part of the publicity commissioners which are scattered through the 
States and Eastern Canada, all directed from the office of Chief 
Publicity Commissioner Hotchkiss.

The Gas Question 


On the gas proposition, Alderman Hyndman takes the view that 
the council would not be justified in submitting a bylaw to'give a 
franchise to the International Heating and Lighting Company or 
any other company without first submitting a plebiscite to determine 
whether the citizens were favorable to granting a franchise or to 
municipal ownership of the gas palnt. 

Besides’ being manifestly fair, the stand taken by Alderman 
Hyndman is a plain common sense one which no member of the 
council could fail to endorse without placing himself on record as 
being ready to usurp entirely the right of the ratepayers to do as 
they like with what is their own—the franchise. 

If the votes cast showed that the citizens favor the municipal 
ownership of the gas plant, the count would be notice to the franchise 
hunters that they are not wanted, and that they can withdraw from 
the field. 

If, on the other hand, the vote showed that the citizens favor 
giving the franchise away, the city engineer’s office and all the rest 
of the civic departments would be saved the trouble of working out 
details for a gas plant which would never be built. 

In leaving it to a plebiscite, the municipal ownership side of the 
case would be at some disadvantage, as the franchise hunters would 
have a direct, personal interest in organizing and getting out: the 
vote favorable to their side of the case, whereas the municipal owner- 
ship side would have to depend altogether on those citizens who 
would walk to the polls and record their votes without solicitation. 

On this point, however, the city could afford to take chances, the 
answer being that if the ratepayers do not think enough of the fran- 
chises to get out and protect them, they have a right to lose them. 

The reasonableness of submitting the question to a plebiscite is 
so apparent all around that it seems remarkable that the company 
which is seeking the franchise and the aldermen and newspapers who 
are supporting the company have not come forward with the pro- 
posal long ago. 

Only for one reason could any member of the council oppose 
submitting the question to a plebiscite—for the reason that he wanted 
to give the franchise away to the company, and that he was afraid 
that if the citizens get a chance to decide the question, they will not 
let him. 

An alderman holding this view would insist on putting the fran- 
chise bylaw first and taking the chance that a great many ratepayers 
could be made believe that unless they voted for the bylaw giving 
the franchise to the International, they might not get gas at all.

The Journal has shown the unfailing distress signal on the gas 
question: It has commenced to misrepresent the stand of those on 
the other side. 

The Journal tries to make it appear that the Capital was claiming 
that if a company went into the gas business and natural gas were 
discovered, the company’s plant would be a complete Joss, whereas, 
under the same circumstances the city’s plant would be kept as an 
auxiliary and would not be a loss. 

The Capital never made any such representation, What the} 
Capital did undertake to point out is that in case the cily gave a non- [eorex 
exclusive franchise to the company, a rival company, upon the dis- 
covery of natural gas, m might, with the city’s consent, parallel the | 
International company’s mains and thereby render their artificial 
plant valueless; whereas, in case the city owned the gas plant, it | 
would retain’ control of the franchise and no company could come | 
in to destroy the city’s investment without the city’s consent. 

What the Capital said and what the Journal tries to make it| 
appear that the Capital said are things altogether different—and the | 
Journal knows it. 

The franchise grabbers are on the run. Otherwise, their news- 
papers would not resort to distorting the case and misrepresenting 
the argument of those who take the city’s side.

witnessed one of those great industrial struggles which cost. the 
country such enormous sums aaah and which, in almost all cases, 
are futile. 

The effects of a strike are so extensive as to he almost appalling 
in their ramifications. 

Close to the scene of the conflict, the effect is most apparent and 
severe. The miner quits work and his pay and production stop 
simultaneously. Train crews are laid off, ; Wholesalers, powder. 
makers, machinery and material concerns lose their business. Local 
merchants find their stocks dead on their hands. Smelters are 
forced to close down and mines follow. Steam plows are tied up 


and thousands of acres of land capable of producing great crops and | 


adding to the wealth of the country are left idle for the year. Fol- 
lowing like an endless chain, every industry dependent on every one 
of these immediately connected industries is affected until the radiat- 
ing consequences of the strike are felt to the farthest lines of civiliza- 
tion and beyond. 

Away out in Africa, somewhere, a negro, or down in South 
America, an Indian, is affected by the strike because the miner did 
not require a pair of gum boots this month. The cotton spinner who 
would have made him that pair of overalls and the cotton grower 
in the Southern States or Egypt whose market is curtailed by that; 
much less demand, are all affected, and between these, every freight 
handler along the line is deprived of that much opportunity to earn 
a living. 

To these far removed, the effect of the strike is not so apparent, | 
although it nevertheless exists, and has its bearing upon the whole 
industrial fabric. 

The most discouraging feature is the futility of it all. | 

When the strike is over and the coal industry has again been 
resumed, the parties to the struggle are no nearer a settlement than 
they were when they commenced the fight. They may settle some | 
of the trivial points of wages and hours, or the question, for a time, | 
of the open or the closed shop. But'they have not removed the pos- 
sibility of another fight along the same lines at some later date 
in the not distant future about the same things, and in which the 
same noncombatant parties in all parts of the world will bear the! 
consequences. 

The labor question is the greatest question of the present age, 
and to the man who can come forward with the solution, the great- 
est glory will attain—although the world may make a martyr of

the installation, but would be placed 
in a false position were they to be 
asked to vote on a franchise bylaw, 
with the possibility of the whole gas 
question being sidetracked by. certain 
of the aldermen, if the one particular 
franchise for which they have. stood 
sponsor were turned down. 

“The only fair manner of settling 
this question,’' said Mayor Armstrong, 
this morning, “is to leave it in the peo- 
ple’s hands to say whether they desire 
*to construct a municipal gas plant. And | 
this plebiscite should come up when 
the money bylaws are submitted on 
April 24." 

Ald. McInnis was as emphatic in his 
opinion of the question. 

‘IT think the plebiscite should make 
provision for three alternatives. The 
people should be asked whether they 
want a plant at the present tmie, or 
would prefer to await developments in , 
regard to natural: gas supply, and if | 
they desire to obtain a supply of ar- 
tificial gas, they should themselves de- 
ecide.as to the alternatives of a munici- 
pal plant or private franchise.” 

Ald. MeInnis declared himself con- 
vineed: that only a small proportion of 
the ratepayers would favor the com- 
mencement of an artificial gas plant at 
all at the present juncture, but Ald. 
Gowan, who is convinced that the de-

work of Mr. Nesbitt and Secretary Lovd
